Britain? 

Third — W.is the Ixxly of water now 
known a.s the I'.ehriiiu' sea included in 
the phrase ■■I'a( itir .k c ,in aj^ in th ■ 

treaty of lH:jr> l,< l wren ( i real Britian ami 
Russia: and what ri;;hts, if any, in the 
Behriiig sea were held and exclusively 
exorcised by Itussia after said treaty? 

Fourth— Did nut all rij;hts of Russia 
88 to jnrindiction and as to tli(> seal fish- 
eries in B*'hring sea, ejust of tlie water 
boundary de8cribt>d in the tn-aty l)e- 
tween the United States aud Russia of 
Mwch 30, 1867, pass uuimi)aired to the 
United States under that treaty? 

Fifth— Has the United SUtes any 
right, and if ao, what right of protection 
or property in the fur seals frequenting 
the i-sJandfl of the United States in 
Behring sea, when such seals are found 
outside the ordinary three mile limit? 

Sixth — If the determination of tlie 
foregoing aueetions shall leave the sab- 
ject In sucn position that the conctir- 
rence of Qreat Britain is necc canary hi 
preeoribing regulations for the killing of 
the for seal in any ^>art of the waters of

The president does not objei^t to the 
additional question respectuig allege<l 
damagea to iBngHsh ships, jprc^posed by 
Lord SaUsbory, if one oonmtion can be 
added, namely: That after the issues 
of the arbitration are joined, if the 
United States shall prevail, all the seals 
taken bv Canadian veaaels during the 
period snaU be paid for at the ordinary 
price for which skins are sold. This 
seems to the president to be the com- 
pletement of Lord Salisbnnr's prop- 
osition, and he doubts not thai it wul 
secure his lordship's assent. 

In the first paraaraph of LordSalis- 
bory's dispatch of Feb. SI he makes the 
following declaration: "It is now quite 
dear that the advisers of the president 
do not claim Behring sea as a mare 
dAQSom and indeed, that they repudiate 
that contention in express terms. ' 

Lord Salisbury's exi)re8sion is put in 
Buch form iis to imply (whetht»r he .so in- 
tended I know not) that tiie United 
States hiul hitherto been restinj^ it.-, con 
tention uinm the fa<-t that the I5«'lirinx 
sea was a mare clausnni. If that was 
his intention it would have Ikhmi well for 
his Inrdshij) to sj)e<'ify wherein the 
Unit«sl .States ever made the as.s( rtion. 
The emnhatic denial in my dispatch of 
Dec, 17 liist was intende<l to ])iit an end 
to thtf iteration of the charge and to 
eliminate it from the cunent di.M Ussion. 

Lord .Siilishuiy coiiipiainH that 1 did 
not <leul with certain protests, written 
by Loi-d Londonderry and the Duke of 
WelliiiLfton in which he had Iw-fore 
t^uoti (1. if he will recur to the tweiity- 
sixtli and twenty-seventh paf^tw t)f my dis- 
patch of Dec. 17, he will observe 
that I siH-cially dealt with thetse; that I 
mauitainc<l and. I think, prove<l far 
from the te.\t that tiieie was not a sin- 
gle word in thes.' luotesLs refemn;; to 
the Bchriuf,' sea, but that they referre<l 
hi the languaije of the Duke or Welling- 
ton of the 17tu of October, only to 
the lands "extending along the shores of 
the Pacific ocean from latitude 49 de- 
prrees to latitude 60 degrees nortli." In 
the first paragraph of Lord London- 
derry's protest of Jan. 18, 1883, ad- 
dressed to Count Lieven of Russia, he 
aUnded to the matters in dispute as "es- 
pecially oonnected with the territorial 
rights of tiie Russiiui crown on the 
northwert ooaat of America bordering 
on the Padio ocean, and the oommeroe 
and navigation of his imperial majesty's 
subjects In the seas adjacent thereto.'^ 

From these and other pertinent facts, 
it ia evident that the proteeta of Lord 
Londonderry and the Duke of WeUing- 



•..^n^i nnct mminig wnatever to no Witn 
the iioints now in .isque Initween the 
American and British governments con- 
cerning the waters of the Behring sea 
They both referred in different but sub 
stantially identical phrases to the terri- 
tory south of the Alaskan peninsula 
bofdering on the Paoifio and geograph 
icaUy shut out from the Behring sea. 
regret that my arguments on a point 
which Lord Salisbury considers of great 
importance should have escaped his lord 
ship's notice. 

In Lord Salisbury's judgment the 
contention of the United States now 
rests wholly upon the ukase of 1821 by 
the Emperor Alexander I of Russia 
The United States has at no time rest 
edits aigum«Ait solely on the gionnd 
mejitioned and this government r( rrets 
that Lord Salisburv saould have so nii.s- 
•pnrehended the American position as 
to limits its basis of right in Bebring sea 
to the ukase of \Hiii. The United 8tat«e 
hiis anionic otiier grimnds, Inristed with- 
out roctiriin;; to any of its inherited and 
sui)(>rior rights in .Uasica, that this gov- 
eniment hns its full authoritv fonr going 
beyopd thu tiuee mile line in case of 
proved nec e ss i ty as Oreat Britain pos- 
sesses. 

Two f)r three instanc'-s of tlu' power 
which threat Britain exercises lieyond 
the tiiree mile line iiave aln ady heen 
quoted, but have failed ttins tar to se- 
< nre f ( iniiient or explanat i' >n tnim Lonl 
Salisbury. Anothei- cise lia> lieen added 
wliich, iM'r''.a|)s. is still more to the 
Tviint. In is '.)— only two years a;,'o— the 
Britisli jiarli ini' ;it enacted a law. the 
etfect of which is ( leai ly shown by a 
m;ip iiicloseii herewith. Far outside the 
three mile line the jiarliament of ( ireat 
Britain Inis attempted to control a b(<dy 
of watiT situated lievoiid the northeast- 
ern s ( tioii of Scoiland. 'J.TiKt sijuare 
miles in event, and to diicct that ceitain 
metlioils <d li^hin;^ shall not l)e ustnl 
within that ;,'r.-at liodv of water under a 
l)res(;ribed iienalty. U will he ohserved 
that the iii'iihition is iKjt aloni' af,'ainst 
Bi'itish siilo ■ ts. lint a^;ainst "any jf-r- 
son." I he.'e ([ui fe the pertinent section 
of the parliaii'.i'Tit.-iry act i;i ijuestion: 

"First — Tile fishing boaril may by law 
or by-laws direct that the methods of 
fislunff known as beam ti awliiiR and 
ottt;r trawlim; shall not In usi d within 
a line drawn from Duncanshy lle.id, in 
Caithness. to Rattray iKiitit. in Aberdeen- 
shire in any aren or ai-eas to be deline<l 
in such by-law. aii<l may from time to 
time make, alter, and revoke by-laws for 
the purpose of this section, but no such 
by-law shall lie of any validity until it 
)ia.>s be«<n c> nifirmed by the secretary for 

Scotluud. 

"Second — Any ik^-soii who uses any 
such method of fishing in oontraventioii 
of any such by-law dull be liable, on 
conviction, under the summary jurisdic- 
tion (Scotland) wts, to a fine not exceed 
ing £5 for the first offence, and not ex 
ceeding £20 for the second or any subse- 
quent offence, and every net set, or at- 
tempted to be set. in contravention of 
any such by-law may be seised aud de- 
stroyed or otherwito dispoeed of as in 
the sixth section of this act mentifmed. 

If Oreat Britain may thus control an 
area of 8,700 square miles of ocean on 
the coast of Soouand, why may not the 
United States neaciibe 'a space under 
the Bribyloff Islands, in which simihu- 
nrohibitions nuur be enforced? The fol- 
lowing would M the needed legislation 
for such a purpose by congress, and it is 
but a paraphrase of the act of parlia- 
ment: 

'•First— The fnrseal board may, by by- 
law or by-laws, direct that the methods 
of sealuig Iniown as spearinK orharj)(K)n- 
ing, or witli fire-arms, shall not be used 
witliin a line drawn from the sh(,res of 
the Bribyloff Isl.mds, sixty miles in U»e 
Behring sea, and siiiil l)oard may, from 
time to time, make, alter and revoke by- 
laws for the jmrpose of this action; but 
no such by-law shall be of any validity 
until it has been confirmtHl by the secre- 
tary of the treasury. 

"Settond — Any jk-isoii who uses any 
such inethmls of .s»-aliii;< in contraven- 
tion of such by daws shall be liable on 
conviction to a fine not esce«'ding ifltK) 
for the first offense and not exceeding 
$-")(X) for the second or any subsetjuent 
offense, and every si»'^ir, harp*Km, or 
tirearm attempttnl to bt» used in contra- 
vention of any such by-law, may be 
seized and de,sti()\ ed or otherwise dis- 
posed of JUS said fur seal lH>ard uuiy 
direct." 

It must not escajK* ol)servation that 
the area of water out^^ide the three-mile 
line on the coast of S<'otland whose con- 
trol is ii.s,sunitHi by (Jreat Britain, is a.s 
large as would l)e found inside a line 
<lrawti trom ('ai)e Cod to Portland har- 
bor, on the New England coast. 

Lord Salisbury reasserts his conten- 
tion that the wonis "PiKdfic ocean" at 
the time of the treaty between Russia 
and CIreat Britain did include Behring 
sea. l''ndoul)te<Uy the Pacific ocean in- 
cludes B< hi ing sea in the same sense that 
the Atlantic ocean includes the Gulf of 
Mexu t). and yet it would lie regarded 
as a verv inaccurate statement to say 
tiiat the ilis.si8sippi river flows into the 
Atlantic o<-ean. I think Lord Sjilisbury 
fails to recognize the common distinction 
l)etw»vn tlie •Atlantic ot;ean" and "the 
watei-s of the Atlantic." Wliile the 
Mexican gulf is not a part of the Atlan- 
tic, it would. I sure am comiiort with 
generid useage to sa\ . that it belongs to 
the waters of tlie Atlantic, an<l while 
Behrin/i; sea is not technically a iMirt of 
the I'acitio ix:ean, it undoubtedly belongs 
to the \vaters of the Pacific. 

The English (diannel would not or- 
dhuirily be understtxxl as included in 
the term "Atlantic ocean." One would 
not say that Dover or Cdais is not the 
coast of the Atlantic, and yet okMUrlj 
the English channd bdonga to the 
waters of the Atlantic. In poont of fact, 
therefore, according to the usage of the 
world, there is no dispute of any conse- 
ouenc^ between the two govemmenti on 
the geographical point under oonddera- 
tion. The historiod point is the one of 
issue. The explanatory note trom 
Russia, filed in the state department of 
this country, specially referred to in Mr. 
John Qniacy Aitmr diary and quoted 
in my note of Deo. 17, 1800 mainly 
draws a distinction betweoa the Pacific 
ocean on the one h«nd and the "scapf 



< 'K.-.ui^K, tlie Sea «)i "Kanis<-nmK!i nnu tiir 
icy sea" on the otht r; and so long as 
Ku.ssia dri'W that distinct ion it must 
ajiply to, anil must iil)solutely decide, all 
the contentions between the two coun- 
tries as far as the waters of the Behring 
B*'a are conccnvil. 

To disciir<s this jxiint further, would, 
in the opinion of the president, (;ojitrib- 
ute notliing of value to the general con- 
tention. In tile opinion of the jiresident 
Lord Salisbury is wludlv and stratigely 
in error in making the lollowitig state- 
ment: "Xor do they (the advisers of 
the presideiil ) rely, as a justication for 
the seizure of IJritisli ships in the oihiu 
sea, uiion the contention that the inter- 
ests of tlie seal fisheries give to the 
l'iiite<l States ;:overninent any right fur 
that purpose, which according to iutcr- 
niitional law, it would not otherwise 

possess." 

Tlie government of the United States 
has stea<lilv held just the reverse of the 
position wfiich Lord Salisbury has im- 
puted to it. It owns that the ownership 
of the islandsupon which the.«eids bre<'(l, 
that iliehal.it of the seals in regularly 
resorting thither and rearing Iheir young 
thereon, that their going out from the 
island in Fearch of food (mhI rf gularlj" 
returning thertx). and all the facts and in- 
cidents of their relalion to the islands, 
give to the United States a property in- 
terest therein; that this projM'rty inter- 
est was claimed und exercised by Rus- 
sia during the whole jieriod' of its 
sovereignty over land and waters of 
Alaska; that England recognized this 
nronerty iutere.'--t so far ns recoimitioji is 
implied by absbiining from all interfer- 
ence with it during the whole period of 
Russia's ownership of Alaska and during 
the tirst nineteen years of the twereign- 
ty of tiie United States. It is yvt to l»o 
deteruiinetl whether the lawlcs.-* intrusion 
of Canadian ves.-els in 1W6 and subsc- 
»ineTit years, has cluuige<l tlie law and 
eiiuity of the case thertofore prevailing.

A JAPANESE MAFIA. 

Menih<>rii of rHrllHint>iit .^khhiiIIpiI and 
lilt itiildiiti'il, 

San Fuan< isco. May H.— Disiiatclies 
from Tokio, Japan, siy that the gov- 
ernment has dedded to iustitutecriminal 
proceedings against over 900 young 
ruffians charged vrith assault upon and 
intimidation of the members of parlia 
meiit. These \iiuths. who iire known a^ 
the Soshi, liave for yeai-s In-eii a disgi Jict 
to .Japanese political life. They are 
educate<l lo.ifers in different partii of tlm 
country who pretend to have a »H)ecnal 
mission to secure purity or independ- 
ence, or some other principle in public 
life. To this end they hold excited meet- 
ings, deliver . violent haranf^Ms, write 
threatening letters to prominent men, 
seek interviews with them, attack their 
houses, break up meetings of those hold 
ing different opinions from themselves 
go about armed, aud freouently threaten 
their victims with assaseination. 

Formerly only statesmen and high 
officials were the object of their wTath, 
but of late they have turned their atten- 
tion to members of the lower house. 
Some of them are in the employ of mem- 
bers of the house for tiM purpose of in- 
timidating tlMir opponents, ana are thus 
enabled to get indde the approaches of 
the parliooaentazy chamber. A leading 
representative, while recently entering 
the dining-room of the house, was at- 
tacked by a gang of Soahi, but managed 
to arrest the ringleader. Another m^- 
ber rose in the house with his head 
bandaged, and apologiaed for Mipearing 
in that guise, but saM tiiat bis bead had 
been broken by Soshi, with whom, how- 
ever, he had odd amksable relations at 
an earlier period. Numerous instances 
have occurred of members being way- 
laid and aeverdy assaulted or invited 
from nieetings in their own houses to 
see a stranger at the door, only to find 
themsdves kidnaped by the rufiSans. 

Only a few wedn ago the reaidence of 
the president of tkM lower houae waa be- 
set and every window broken from the 
basement to the roof. Recently the 
government put in force a law and ex- 
pelled sixtv-five of the Soahi tall a single 
night, sending them to Yokohama and 
the region round about, Ibe act being 
approved by parliament by a vote of 193 
to 88. Since then the expelled youths 
have been dduging the members of 
parliament with uuiateniug letters, and 
the government has consequently de- 
cidea to take crimind proceedings 
against them under the law which pro- 
vides that many persons redding within 
an area of one himdred milea of any im- 
perial palace, whose presence may be in- 
jurious to peace and order may be tried, 
and upon conviction, put to death. The 
probabilities are that soma of tba Sodii 
will lose their heads.

Conner A I$<>yle's store at West Union, 
O., was entered by burglars night before 
last and robbed of several hundred dol- 
lars' worth of goods. 

At 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon Mar- 
shal Heflin received a telegram from 
Manchester a.aking him to arre.«t a man 
giving the name of Mulligan. The tele- 
gram contained a good discription of 
MuUii^an and .^tateil that he was wanted 
for the burglary at West Union. 

After supper before the Deputy Mar- 
shals were .lent out on their beats for the 
night Captain lletlin read the telegram 
to them and reiiuestedthem tobe Ml the 
watch for the fellow. 

Shortly afterwards— about 8 o'clock- 
Deputies Stockdale and Mangan were 
passing along Second street, when a man 
answering the discription of Mulligan 
was noticed in the crowd near Market 
where the trolley wire of the electric rail- 
Wiiy was being repaired. When the ofTi- 
cert> approa<'hed the fellow, he started to 
run, but the Deputies were close after 
him and there was a lively chase soon in 
proi»res<s down Second. \ shot in the air 
from Mr. Sfoi kdale's i>iatol didn't check 
Mulligan in hi-- llight, but Deputy Sheriff 
Chan. .letl'erson happened to be standing 
at lioiiinson s cigar store and seised the 
fellow as he came along* That settled it 
with Mulligan, and he is now in custody. 

Captain Heflin was at the courcil 
meeting, but he wa.-* attractcl by the 
shot, aud was soon on the scene. 

When Mulligan was searched a big 
38-calibre pistol waj^ f -und in hi- hip | 
pocket, and among the other articles wa.s 
a valise key. 

" Where's your valise 7" inquired Mr. 
Hellin. 

" I haven't any," waa MnlUsan'a an- 

wer. 

Mr. Heflin walked right down to the 
express othce and there found a large va- 
lise. It had been checked to "G. A. 
Mulligan, Middlesborongh, Ky." Captain 
Heflin also found a box at the K. C. 
depot directed to the same party. 

The valise was full of Jewelry, silk 

handkercliief.i, ladies' shoes, hosiery, Ac. 
One dynamite cartridge and several feet of 
fuse were also found in it. 

The box was packed with ready-made 
clothing, coats, pants, shirts, &c. A vio- 
lin, three quarts of whisky, six ten-inch 
dynamite cartridges and fifteen feet of 
fuse were also found in it. 

Altogether the valise and box contained 
several hundred dollars' worth of goods. 

Mulligan is about thirty years old, and 
was dressed very neatly. He w;i.s raised 
near Sardis, this county, and is said to be 
a cousin of the Mulligan who escaped 
from the jail here a few years agO while 
awaiting trial for attempted rape. 

He (the one now in custody) lived for 
awiiile at f'eeples, .\ilftins ('onnty, but 
left there six months ago and went to 
Middlesborongh. He and another jiarty 
were seen in the vicinity of West Union 
the evening before the robbery. 

They were auspectedof the job, but no 
trace of them waa obtained until late 
yestenlay afternoon, when it was learned 
they boarded the Silver Wave in the 
forenoon at Wrightsville and came to 
t'lis city. The party who was with 
Mulligan has not been arrested. He 
made himself scarce as soon as his com- 
panion was caught. He claimed to be 
Mulligan's brother. 

The accused was taken before Mayor 
Pearce this morning. Messrs. Connor & 
Boyles were present and identified the 
goods as their property. 

Mulligan consented to bet aken to Uhio 
to answer the charge, without waiting 
for a requisition, and Captain Heflin left 
with him this afternoon for West Union
